T THIS SEASON all of us are given the 
A makings of a new year. We have before us 
twelve months, fifty-two weeks, 366 days. What 
we do with these basic elements will make our year. 


The way we put them together will determine the 
completed product. 


Suppose that two persons you know are entirely dif- 
ferent; one is a useful and happy person, while the 
other is useless and embittered. Why are they so dif- 
ferent? The common answer is that their circum- 
stances were different—one was poor and the other 
“well off,” one was lucky and the other unlucky, one 
got all the good breaks and the other all the bad 
breaks. This is shallow reasoning, for a life is not the 
product of chance alone. 


Life is made up of many essential elements, building 
blocks with which each individual life must be con- 
structed. It is how we put these elements together 
that determines what our lives will be. Give five per- 
sons an identical set of alphabet blocks and what they 
build will be different. With E, I, L, and V, one will 
put together LEVI, which suggests the priestly family 
of Israel, leaders of religion and worship. Another 
will put together VILE, the very opposite of right 
thinking and worship, and another may go so far as 
to make EVIL, the very enemy of all that is good 
and righteous. The fourth may put together VEIL, 
which suggests that which is hidden or mysterious,

alert, awake and throbbing with vitality and energy. 
See how the five persons took identical elements and 
constructed with them ideas that are entirely dif- 
ferent. The difference is in the putting together, not 
in the element itself. 

This can be developed further to show you exactly 
what I mean. In our English alphabet there are exactly 
twenty-six letters. No more, no less. Strung together 
in the order that they appear, they spell nothing, 
say nothing, do nothing—except burden the brain of 
the child that has to memorize them. And yet when 
these twenty-six letters are properly .arranged they 
make great sense. All human learning and under- 
standing is built into words, all great ideas are ren- 
dered into words made from these same twenty-six 
letters. Count the letters in the Word of God itself— 
only twenty-six little elements, properly put together, 
convey the mind of God to the mind of man. Give 
these twenty-six letters to John Milton and he will 
make the sublime Paradise Lost out of them; John 
Bunyan will put them together so that they make 
Pilgrim’s Progress. Tom Paine used the very same 
twenty-six letters Milton and Bunyan used to bless 
mankind and put together his controversial Age of 
Reason; Charles Darwin put them together to frame 
his evolutionary Origin of the Species. Neither bad nor 
good is in the letters, only in the product they con- 
struct. Scripture and pornography are built out of the 
same twenty-six letters—they are only put together 
differently. 


THERE ARE ONLY thirteen tones in the 
range of music. Properly put together they make 
harmony and beauty, improperly put together they 
create discord and cacophony. George Frederick 
Handel laid claim on those thirteen tones and fash- 
ioned them into the magnificent Messiah, music that 
lifts the soul and the senses and sends them soaring 
in inspiration and rapture. A man on Tin Pan Alley 
uses the same thirteen tones and makes music that 
appeals to the baser instincts of man and moves him 
either to lust, Godless revelry or even riot. The basic 
elements are the same; the difference is in how they 
are put together. 7 

The same is true in art. Every color in the spectrum 
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is simply some combination of three primary colors: 
red, blue and yellow. These three primary colors are 
the building blocks with which Leonardo de Vinci 
created his masterpiece, The Last Supper; Hoffman 
created his majestic Head of Christ, Warner Sallman 
his contemporary Head of Christ. From the same 
three colors Rembrandt or Raphael could create beauty 
and reverence, or a Modigliani could create art so 
vulgar as to bring disgust, or the surrealists can 
create their monstrosities and disorder. The three 
primary colors are all the same in the hands of each 
artist. The determining factor is how they are used: 
how they are mixed on his palette and how they are 
spread on his canvas. 

The elements of our lives are essentially the same. 
About the same things happen to us all. How these 
things are used by us is the determining factor 
Naturally, when we begin to put the affairs of life 
in their proper places, it becomes increasingly easier 
for them to turn out right. If two men happen on 
identical situations—O, and D, and G—and one ac- 
cepts those experiences in such a way that they lead 
him to GOD, and the other can see in them nothing 


more that DOG, then it is much easier for the very. 


next element—O—to make GOOD for the first man 
and absolutely nothing for the second. Because they 
started out differently, good comes easily to one, 
whereas the other must rearrange his whole life be- 
fore it comes to him—and yet the elements of each 
life are exactly the same. 


When things work out. right for one person and all 
wrong for another, many times it is because they 
started arranging the elements of life differently. 
When things are started right it is much easier for 
other things to follow right. 


W HAT ARE THE building blocks of life? 
They are the basic things that happen to us all. First 
in human experience we come to God. What we do 
here will determine the whole course of our lives. The 
decision at this point will decide what we finally are, 
although future affairs may be identical for those who 
accept God as their Lord and those who will not ac- 
cept Him. A mile is a mile in the journey of life, but 
it means quite a different thing to those who are 
headed in opposite directions. 


Just as the element of God comes to all human ex- 
perience, so does the element of prayer. Like it or not, 
all men at some time or other pray—to God, to luck, 
to blind chance, destiny or whatever they call it. The 
building block is there and will in some way be 
used. The thing that counts is the manner and the 
frequence with which we use it. It will lead to quite 
different results for those who use it as a way of 
living, a regular communion with God, and those who 
use it only in times of fear, desperation or despair. 


But we want to think of those who do accept the 
Lord and those who do properly use prayer. The build- 
ing blocks that occur to us all are the things that 
determine even the kind of life we live for Him and 
in Him. 

Take the element of discouragement. Rich or poor, 
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little or great, this element must be used by all. For 
some it is made to spell surrender and for others it 
becomes a challenge. Then there is defeat. For one 
it becomes the end and for another only the begin- 
ning. It is not that we become discouraged or that 
we suffer defeat, it is how we use them that counts. 
In art, blue is as essential as yellow; in life defeat 
and discouragement are beneficial because they 
toughen our fibre and give us true perspective. 

Other elements of living are victory and success. 
All of us will experience these in some way at some 
time. For some they make haughtiness, for others 
humility; for some, satisfaction, and for others only a 
stepping stone. A man who will not be defeated by 
defeat has already won a greater victory than that 
which he lost. On the other hand, a man may be 
defeated by victory if he does not use it properly. Sor- 
row is a building-block of life, and so is joy. We must 
take hold of them and use them, and not be used 
by them. 


There are other elements, but not as many as we 
might think, that go to make up life. It is these basic 
influences—and these alone—that are really impor- 
tant. The fringe influences, such as wealth and 
poverty, beauty and plainness, position and obscurity, 
do not count so much. What you are cannot be de- 
cided by fickle influences. What you are in life is 
determined only by how you use the elements God 
has given to us all. 


I know, as my life grows older, 
And mine eyes have clearer sight, 
That under each rank wrong somewhere 
There lies the root of Right; 
That each sorrow has its purpose, 
By the sorrowing oft unguessed; 
But as sure as the sun bring morning, 
Whatever is—is best. 


I know that each sinful action, 
As sure as the night brings shade, 
Is somewhere, sometime punished, 
Though the hour be long delayed.

writing about accomplishments of the Church of 
God in 1958. Now I am occupied with recalling 
victories, triumphs, and progresses of 1959. 

It can be truthfully said that 1959 was a profitable 
year for the Church of God. At the same time I do 
not think that we availed ourselves of all the oppor- 
tunities presented or garnered all the. harvest that 
could have been reaped. With all that was accom- 
plished, by exerting a little more effort a greater 
record could have been compiled. While congratulating 
ourselves on what we have done, let us. be frank 
with ourselves and confess we could have done more. 


It has been a profitable past in winning souls to 
God. Over 100,000 souls were converted in a year’s 
time in our churches in the United States. This should 
be cause for rejoicing. Thank God for the power of 
the old-time gospel preached in its purity and fullness. 
I have no record at hand of the hundreds of thou- 
sands of others saved in our areas outside North 
America. At this point it might be well to point out 
that it has also been a profitable year in net gain in 
churches. The annual checkup reveals we have a net 
gain of 203 churches at home and abroad. Our mem- 
bership has also increased with a net gain of new 
members amounting to 19,892. While such profitable 
gains are gratifying, they should not be satisfying, 
but should prod us to greater effort for God and 
His Church. 

Greater emphasis on soul-winning has been dra- 
matically set forth by a new bold and daring ap- 
proach. The Evangelism Committee has introduced and 
successfully promoted evangelism conferences in our 
state meetings with stimulating effects upon those 
attending. The results of the meetings promise to pro- 
duce a greater zeal in laboring for God. 

A hard-working and efficient youth staff has made 
1959 profitable for the Church of God Sunday Schools. 
The United States shows a net gain of 73 new Church 
of God Sunday Schools with an increase of average 
Sunday School attendance amounting to 7,272 more 
people every Sunday marching to our classes. The 
1959 average of Sunday School attendance per Sun- 
day was 207,511. 

The Foreign Missions Department with its splendid 
staff and Missions Board are spending themselves

and missions money you have raised in fulfilling the 
command of Christ to preach the gospel to every 
creature. Last year over $655,000 was spent in spread- 
ing the good news of salvation. The missionaries who 
work hand in hand with those in the homeland make 
it possible for all the Church of God to rejoice that 
Christ is preached, benighted souls are enlightened, 
captives set free, and heaven made glad over souls 
snatched as a brand from the burning. 

The Publishing Plant has had a profitable year. Its 
publisher, editors, writers and workers have sent forth 
a stream of gospel tracts, Sunday School literature, 
Evangels, The Lighted Pathways, books, and song 
books to publish glad tidings of good news. Its ministry 
has gone into homes, churches, factories, places of 
business, hospitals, and behind prison walls to effec- 
tively witness for Christ. The souls won in this effort 
have made it a profitable year.

While these have been the major books 
published, there have been several outstanding works 
of smaller scope: Nuggets for Happiness by Alien A. 
Phillips, Workers’ Training Course No. 5 (Keeping the 
Sunday School Alive) by Cecil B. Knight, and Manual 
of Instruction in the Faith of the Church by Ralph 
E. Day. 

Several important works are at present being pre- 
pared for publication in 1960. Our growing recognition 
and rank in the Christian publishing field is one of 
the brightest features of our editorial program. The 
Evangel will observe its fiftieth anniversary in 1960. 
This makes us the oldest continuously published Pen- 
tecostal publication in America—and very likely in 
all the world. The event of our Golden Anniversary 
will not only be observed in the Church of God but 
also deserves the note of all the Pentecostal world. 
Because the Missions Department will also observe its 
fiftieth anniversary in 1960, we have designated this 
as our “Year of Golden Harvest.” Following this theme, 
the Evangel with this issue launches the most am- 
bitious publishing program it has ever undertaken. We 
feel that you are going to be pleased from week to 
week, and that you will want to save every issue for 
future reference and reading.

WITH YOUTH and SUNDAY SCHOOLS 


of the 1959 Regional Sunday School and Youth 

Conventions, was, more or less, the general 
theme for the entire Sunday School and youth pro- 
gram this past year. Strong emphasis was placed on 
the greatest need in our Sunday Schools and Y.P.E.’s, 
the need for more spiritually empowered Sunday 
School and youth workers. Using this as our founda- 
tion, much effort was put forth to improve the quality 
of our Sunday Schools and Y.P.E.’s. 

The most outstanding feature of the 1958-’59 church 
year was the 10 REGIONALS. A total registration of 
6,758 indicates the vast number of Sunday School and 
youth workers who were informed of better ways to 
build progressive Sunday Schools and Y.P.E.’s. The 
impact of these conventions will not be easily forgot- 
ten by those who attended them. 

The nationwide Y.P.E. Enlargement Campaign con- 
ducted in the fall of 1959 proved its great benefit as 
reflected by a fine increase in Y.P.E. attendance. 

Though the Workers’ Training Course program has 
now been in effect four years, we continue to experi- 
ence an increase in the number of certificates award- 
ed each year. Some 10,842 W.T.C. certificates were 
awarded this past year. 

One of the greatest strides taken in 1958-’59 was 
the revision of the SUNDAY SCHOOL and Y.P.E. 
STANDARDS. Including all the phases of the national 
Sunday School and youth program, these standards 
are now sending new inspiration and enthusiasm into 
our Sunday Schools and Y.P.E.’s. 

It would take too long to enumerate the gains ex- 
perienced in the various areas of the Sunday School 
and youth work, but this fact is evident. The Sunday 
School and youth program of our church continues to 
expand, and with its expansion are coming better 
organized and better quality Sunday Schools and 
Y.P.E.’s and more efficient and better trained Sunday 
School and youth workers. 

So closely related are the activities of last year and 
those of the present year that it is difficult to con- 
sider past gains and gains hoped for in this current 
year, They are part of each other.

TOWARD THE GOLDEN HARVEST: 


IN EDUCATION 


HE YEAR OF 1959 was a significant one for 

Lee College. It was a year of transition and 

progress. For over forty years Lee College has 
served the Church of God by providing able and con- 
secrated ministers, missionaries, teachers, and trained 
laymen for service to their communities. We thank 
God for the many contributions that these graduates 
have made to our society. 

A survey of the history of the school indicates that 
Lee College has not departed from its original pur- 
pose. Lee College was founded to train Christian work- 
ers for the Church of God. In order to get a better 
understanding of the origin and purpose of the schol, 
it will be helpful to take a look into the early develop- 
ment of the college. 

The Church of God was convinced that the great 
need in this period of spiritual crisis was adequately 
trained men and women who were filled with the 
Spirit, motivated by divine love, ready for sacrificial 
service, and imbued by faith and vision. In recogni- 
tion of an increasing need for a strong program of 
Christian education, the church established Lee Col- 
lege (Church of God Bible Training School) on Jan- 
uary 1, 1918. 

The school had its early beginning in the council 
chamber of the Church of God Publishing House. The 
first year’s enrollment was six students. Mrs. Nora B. 
Chambers was the teacher. This beginning with a few 
students, no buildings, and no finance scarcely in- 
dicated the phenomenal progress that became char- 
acteristic in the development of Lee College. The vast 
difference in this small beginning and the institution 
today can only be understood by those who have 
heard the story of the faithful men and women who 
have served the school since it was founded. 

In a recent statement, Reverend R. H. Gause, regis- 
trar and dean of the school of religion, said this about 
the purpose of Lee College: “The basic distinction of 
a church-related school is its association with its sup- 
porting denomination. It is expected that the college 
reflects the teaching, the mission, and the practice 
of the church. The philosophy of church-related edu- 
cation is the basis of Lee College’s identifying motto: 
Fundamental in belief; Pentecostal in emphasis; 
world-wide in vision.”

Since the establishing of the school, the Board of 
Directors and the administration have been working 
to improve every area of college life. One of the finest 
things that can be said about a school is that it is 
accredited. Accreditation for all divisions of the school 
has been one of our highest aims. 

For a number of years the high school division has 
enjoyed accreditation on the state level and in the 
Southern Association of Colleges and Secondary 
Schools. 

The Bible College division had its beginning in 1953. 
From a very modest beginning, it has grown to be one 
of the strongest divisions of the school. In a recent 
meeting of the Bible College Accrediting Association, 
Lee Bible College was admitted as an accredited mem- 
ber. Now that the Bible College is accredited, we are 
directing all our efforts to accreditation for the Junior 
College Division.

IN THE HOME FOR CHILDREN

HE CHURCH OF GOD began the work of the 

Home for Children in 1919, and from that day 

until this, we have been constantly aware 
of the fact that we must make progress in order to 
do that which God has asked us to do. We feel that 
the Church of God has made great strides in providing 
for the children who need help, especially the or- 
phans and half-orphans. We can look back over the 
past twelve months and see many great things that 
have been done to provide for the children who could 
not provide for themselves. 

We have had two very successful revivals, as well 
as what we believe was the most outstanding Daily 
Vacation Bible School in the history of our Home. It 
was so outstanding that the National Sunday School 
and Youth Director was invited to spend a day with 
us. We feel that we owe it to our children to provide 
for them the best spiritual food that we can possibly 
obtain. We have had a number of outstanding min- 
isters to speak to our children, and they have been 
greatly blessed. 

For the past ten years, the Welfare Department has 
asked our Board to consider cutting the population 
SO we would be able to meet the minimum standards 
set forth by the State. This year, our Board felt that 
we must comply with those requirements. We dis- 
cussed it with our Executive Committee and a decision 
was finally made that in order for us to be in good 
standing with the State and meet those requirements, 
our population would have to be cut from 300 to 225. 
This would enable our housemothers to give more 
supervision to their children. Last year some of the 
housemothers had as many as 24 children, and, of 
course, we realized that was not fair to the children 
or employees. After much prayerful consideration and 
discussion with all of our brethren, we finally told 
the Welfare Department that we would comply with 
their regulations, and we have found that it is almost 
unbelievable what it has done for both the children 
and employees since making that change. 

We asked last year that our readers pray especially 
for our financial conditions. We had had, for a year 
or two, quite a decrease in finances considering the 
number of children that we were taking care of, and 
we are so thankful to say that you gave us quite an 








increase, which lifted a burden from the manage- 
ment and made our work much easier. So far this 
fiscal year you are equally as helpful as you were 
last year. Some of the things that we had stopped do- 
ing for the children have been started all over again, 


. and we feel that we are justified in saying that our 


institution is above the average in America. We are 
very proud of what you have done financially.

ACH YEAR WHEN Brother Conn asks me for 

an article relative to the Publishing House, I be- 

gin to review the past year in an earnest analy- 
sis. The year of 1959 has afforded much interest and 
activity. In reviewing the preview for 1959, I am grati- 
fied, and the results compared with the forecast have 
not been disappointing. 

In the first few months of 1959, the Church of God 
Publishing House had the privilege of participating in 
the Regional Youth Congresses sponsored by the na- 
tional youth office. These meetings gave us an op- 
portunity to display and promote our materials and 
supplies for the churches and Sunday Schools. In fact, 
our entire promotion under the direction of H. Bernard 
Dixon, Sales Manager, has been outstanding through- 
out the year. 

There are several areas where we feel the Publish- 
ing House has made a definite forward step during 
the year. These are in the book publishing field, Sun- 
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day School and youth literature field, and the ex- 
pansion of our local retail store operations. I am con- 
fident that we have enjoyed the greatest prestige year 
in book publishing. It has been definitely established 
that the Church of God Publishing House, using the 
trade name Pathway Press, is qualified to print, pub- 
lish, and efficiently distribute books of importance. 
This is true in the wholesale and retail field. 


In August of 1959 we were allowed to display in the 
Christian Book Sellers Convention as a publisher. 
Credit must be given to our Editor-in-Chief, Charles 
W. Conn, who is our book editor and is well qualified 
to evaluate the manuscripts which we publish. He has 
become well established as an author; his most recent 
book is Where the Saints Have Trod. 


In the field of youth and Sunday School literature, 
we have enjoyed a very good year. The Publishing 
House has an obligation to our people to prepare and 
supply the literature needed for each department of 
our church. Lewis J. Willis, who is director of this 
area, has worked very hard to make this year a suc- 
cessful one. I believe our writers are completely dedi- 
cated to this cause as sincere efforts are constantly 
being made to enhance our literature. This is proven 
by the fact that we have enjoyed the greatest year 
ever toward our literature from churches other than 
our own denomination. 

In 1955 we opened our first branch retail store 
which is located in Tampa, Florida. Following this, in 
1957 a store was opened in Charlotte, North Carolina. 
Then in 1959 we opened two stores which have given 
us our greatest year in this field, one store in Atlanta, 
Georgia, and the other in Akron, Ohio. With the retail 
store we have in Cleveland, this gives us five retail 
stores which operate under the name Pathway Book 
Store. The progress of each of these stores has been 
gratifying. It has enabled us to broaden our dis- 
tribution, particularly in areas beyond our own 
churches and into the congregations of other groups. 
It is my opinion that this is one of our greatest op- 
portunities to advance the publishing interest of our 
church. 

As I bring to a close my review of the Publishing 
House activities for 1959, I wish to express my ap- 


























preciation to the state overseers, state youth directors, 
and each of you for your loyal support. As we close 
the year, it is possible to praise God for the greatest 
sales year our Publishing House has ever experienced.

perienced in a national campaign) of our Sunday 
Schools are officially enrolled in this united effort to 
reach unchurched people. Strong evangelistic appeal 
in this campaign has resulted in wonderful experiences 

for many of our Sunday Schools. 

On November 16-20, the National Sunday School 
and Youth Board sponsored its first, week-long Staff 
College (conducted at Lee College) for state Sunday 
School and youth directors. Approximately 50 students 
enrolled for this period of intensive training. With the 
need of making more direct contact with local Sun- 
day School and youth workers, advanced training is 
being given state directors to carry on a state con- 
vention program patterned after the large regional 
conventions. 

The Our Faith manual whi¢h is now in circulation, 
represents one of the greatest steps ever taken by 
the National Sunday School and Youth Board to in- 
doctrinate the youth of our church. This manual for 
young people between the ages of 12 and 24 years is 
already being used in many churches, and the favor- 
able effects this book will have on our youth cannot 
be fully comprehended at this time. 

Several new brochures will be placed in the hands 
of our Sunday School and youth workers during the 
current church year. Every effort possible is being put 
forth to better train and qualify those who carry on 
the work of these great and important departments 
of our church. 

Of special interest to many will be the news that 
the Sunday School Card Record System and the W.T.C. 
Program, both have undergone a program of revision, 
and the results of these revisions will be realized the 
latter part of this current church year or in the early 
part of the next. 

A Christian Education Directors’. Correspondence 
Course is being planned to meet the emergency need 
that is existing in a number of our churches today. 

Credit for the success of the Sunday School and 
youth program belongs to a progressive-minded and 
hard-working National Sunday School and Youth De- 
partment staff, the National Board, and the many 
fine workers on the field. 

We are expecting 1959-’60 to be even busier and 
more progressive than 1958-’59.
